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FCC Highlights 
Bill Grenfell, WAGF 


The FCC has accepted the late comments 
filed by United Parcel Service in the 
Docket 87-14 proposed reallocation of the 
220 - 222 MHz band to land mobile 
Services. While unsuccessful in getting 
the Commission to reject the UPS orig- 
inal comments, the ARRL did succeed in 
getting FCC to extend the reply comment 
period to March 31. (ARRL Letter, 
03/29/88; Westlink Report, 03/18/88). 


On March 24 FCC began a proceeding, PR 
88-139 to modernize the US Amateur 
Radio Service rules. The Notice was not 
available as this was written but is said 
to be an 87 page document. Comments 
will be accepted until August 31. (ARRL 
Letter, 03/29/88). 


The reply comment period on the RM6196 
TV Answer, Inc. petition for creating a 
return push-button radio link via 216.25, 
218.25 or 220.25 MHz between a consumer 
watching TV and a video programmer or 
TV Station, has been extended to May 2, 
1988. (ARRL Letter 03/29/88; FCC High- 
lights, 03/07/88). 


In a recent New Orleans court case a 
mobile telephone user sued a "ham radio 
operator" for taping a conversation the 
ham thought was about criminal activities, 
and giving the tape to the FBI. The court 
ruled it is not reasonable to expect 
privacy on a car phone conversation that 
can be picked up by anyone's radio 
receiver scanner. 


"The Canadian Department of Communica- 
tions (DOC) has officially announced that 
it is committed to entry level no-code 
Amateur Radio."..."We understand that 
ARRL Board Members are carefully fol- 
lowing the progress...in Canada." (W5YI 
Report 03/15/88); Westlink Report 
03/04/88). 


Two petitions (RM-6274 and RM-6275) 
seeking expansion of the repeater 
segment of the 6 meter band to include 
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51-52 MHz have been filed with FCC. 
Commentary cutoff was 03/18/88. (ARRL 
Letter, 03/29/88; Westlink Report 
03/04/88). 


On 02/22/88, Amateur Extra Class 
licensee Jerry E. Gastil, K6DYD, who 
pleaded guilty to intentionally jamming 
the San Diego FBI radio network, was 
fined $1,000 and placed on three years 
(FCC supervised) probation. The Court 
ordered him to perform five years of 
community service in the way of provid- 
ing and maintaining a two-way radio 
system for the San Diego YMCA. He 
could have received 10 years in prison 
and been assessed a $250,000 fine. 
Whether he will be permitted to retain 
any or all of his FCC issued licenses was - 
to be determined later by the Commission. 
(Westlink Report, 03/04/88; W5YI Report, 
03/15/88). 


"The FCC will intrude into frequency 
coordination, despite earlier pronounce- 
ments to the contrary. "A Chicago area 
ham has been told by a local FCC offical 
to put his repeater on the air because he 
(the official) feels that the local 
frequency coordinator was not responsive 
enough in processing a request for coord- 
ination." The ham asked "...pointedly 
what would happen if he did turn the 
system on and it resulted in formal 
complaints from other hams or the 
frequency coordinator. "They replied that 
they would then instruct all parties 
concerned to cooperate to find a solution, 
but did not elaborate any further." (West- 
link Report, 03/04/88). 


"The ARRL Board of Directors appears to 
be acting to defuse the potentially 
explosive situation created by the FCC's 
decision that multiple repeater frequency 
coordinators, to coordinate the same 
amateur relay operations and spectrum in 
the same geographic region, will be 
permitted." The decision is cited as 
leading to a lawsuit in California and 
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",..the threat of similar actions in 
several other parts of the country includ- 
ing the midwest and New England.” A 
resolution directed to the FCC by the 
Board of Directors of the ARRL "...is 
making its displeasure with the current 
situation very plain to the FCC and 
possibly to those now in the process of 
challenging the established coordination 
process itself." (Westlink Report, 
03/18/88 


"The dispute over who is the rightful 
repeater coordinator in the Kansas City 
area continues ...as it does in other areas 
as well."... "The controversy has now 
turned to who the ARRL will recognize as 


the coordinator in its annual Repeater 


Directory. "Although listing in the ARRL 
Repeater Directory does not constitute 
League endorsement of a coordinator- 
nor FCC recognition - many amateurs 
(including repeater councils and coord- 
inators) perceive that the ARRL's direc- 
tory is considered by the FCC to be the 
wishes of the amateur community since 
no other such listing authority exists." 
Several repeater groups are reported to 
be considering withdrawing their data 
from the ARRL's Directory. (W5YI Report, 
03/15/88). 


The delay in FCC's processing of new 
‘amateur license applications has slipped 
from 3 to 4 weeks to 4 to 6 weeks. 
(ARRL Letter, 03/29/88). 


At their March 19 meeting, the ARRL 
Executive Committee authorized the 
withdrawal of a petition for amendment 
of Sections 97.31 and 97.515 of the 
Amateur Rules filed with FCC on 
09/09/87. "It was agreed that inasmuch as 
there are alternative means of solving 
problems arising from discreditation of 
volunteer examiners accredited by more 
than one VEC, more flexibility in arriving 
at satisfactory solutions would be 
afforded without a formal petition on 
file." Ca Letter, 03/09/88). 


"On March 7th, the FCC Commissioners 
approved the $1,450 fine against David G. 
Ackley, W4UWH, of St. Thomas, U.S. 
Virgin Islands for intentionally jamming 
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another amateur station. " Ackley had 
previously appealed the judgement levied 
by the FCC's Field Operations Bureau to 
the full Commission. "Ackley (Technician 
Class) had been assessed the fine for 
transmitting on a frequency not author- 
ized to holders of Technician Class 
operator licenses; failing to give his 
station call sign; and maliciously causing 
interference to another amateur station." 
(W5YI Report, 03/15/88). 


A petition has been filed with FCC by an 
amateur proposing two possible methods 
to provide direct emergency radio com- 
munications between local and state 
police and amateur operators. One system 
would be cross band where police would 
listen to an amateur frequency designated 
for the purpose and amateurs would listen 
to an appropriate police frequency. The 
other would provide for simplex police 
operation on certain amateur frequencies. 
(W5YI Report, 03/15/88). 


It appears the reason that West Germany 
will no longer reciprocally license FCC 
licensed Novice operators is because 
Germans who pass exams for U.S. Novice 


licenses may be trying to trade them in ~ 


to their government agency for a full- 
privilege German amateur license! It 
appears that the lowest class German 
license exam is considerably more dif- 
ficult than the U.S.’ Novice exam. 
Germany allows their citizens to go to 
any other country and obtain an amateur 
radio license which can be traded into 
the FTZ for a German ham ticket and a 
full privilege call sign. (W5YI, 03/15/88). 


Buckmaster Publishing advises that 
according to a 1985 FCC database, 49.7% 
of all licensed U.S. amateurs are 50 years 
of age or older. The ham listing by age 
has not been run for some time since it 
is so time consuming. However, a. ham/age 
run shortly is promised by the publisher. 
(W5YI, 03/15/88). 


The recent report of a new version of 
the FCC Form 610 available 01/01/88 
indicates the "expiration date" (upper 
right corner of page 1) as 12/31/89. 
However, FCC, Gettysburg, advises that 
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are still acceptable. The revised 12/31/89 
form “...differs from the previous Form 
610 in that it is:now useful for both of 
the FCC's volunteer examination 
programs." (Worldradio, 04/88). 


"The FCC has an acting Secretary since 
William Tricarico resigned. He is H. 
Walker Feaster. Tricarico is now Assistant 
to the Secretary of the Nuclear Regula- 
tory Commission." (Roanoke Division 
Newsletter, February '88.

ARRL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETS. 
The ARRL Executive Committee met 
March 19, in Arlington, Virginia, just 
outside Washington, DG. The following is 
a brief overview of items discussed at the 
meeting: 


* A review of the ARRL's efforts to 
oppose reallocation of 220-222 MHz, 
including a meeting with the Washington- 
based firm retained for Congressional 
relations. The Committee also unani- 
mously voted* to file Reply Comments 
vigorously opposing UPS comments and 
the TV Answer petition. 


* Paul Rinaldo, W4RI, HQ Publications 
Group Manager, has been nominated as a 
participant in the US delegation to the 
Interim Meeting of the International 
Radio Consulting Committee (CCIR) April 
20 in Geneva, Switzerland. The CCIR is 
one of four permanent arms of the Inter- 
national Telecommunication Union (ITU). 


* ARRL Counsel Chris Imlay, N3AKD, 
reported that two petitions seeking 
expansion of the repeater segment of the 
6 meter band to include 51-52 MHz have 
been filed. The FCC has designated them 
RM-6274 and RM-6275. Last December, 


_ the membership Services Committee was 


asked to study this issue in conjunction 
with the VHF-UHF and VHF Repeater 
Advisory Committee; no further action 
was taken at this time. 


* The Committee also met with Evelyn 
Garrison of ICOM America, representing 
Amateur Radio industry. The Committee 
and Garrison discussed ways to encourage 
Amateur Radio growth beyond Novice 
Enhancement. 
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* The Committee authorized the with- 
drawal of a petition for anendment of 
Sections 97.31 and 97.515 of the Amateur 
Rules filed by the League of September 
9, 1987. It was agreed that inasmuch as 
there are alternative means of solving 
problems arising from discreditation of 
volunteer examiners accredited by more 
than one VEC, more flexibility in arriv- 
ing at satisfactory solutions would be 
afforded without a formal petition on 
file. 

The minutes will be in "Moved and 
Seconded" in May QST. 


WIAW RENOVATION FUND-RAISING 
UPDATE. How often have you listened 
to WIAW for bulletins or code practice? 
Now you can ensure that WLAW remains 
the flagship station of Amateur Radio. 


The renovation project for WIAW is now 
underway (See page 25 of this issue of 
Auto-Call and April QST, page 48, for 
details). The fund raising has begun in 
earnest, with responses coming in from 
across the country. All donations will 
be acknowledged by a certificate, and 
donors of $500 or more will have their 
name and call sign inscribed on a com- 
memorative plaque in the station. 
Donors of $1000 or more will receive 
individually inscribed personalized 
plaques. 


ARRL/AMSAT SPACE STATION PROPOS- 
AL. More hams in space? A joint pro- 
posal has been submitted by the ARRL 
and AMSAT to NASA for Amateur Radio 
participation in the Space Station to be: 
built in the 1990s. 


The proposal informs NASA _ about 
Amateur Radio interest in such a 
venture, and some of the contributions 
that could be made by radio amateurs in 
space. There are already several NASA 
astronauts who are hams. 
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ARRL REPORT - Continued 


ARRL and AMSAT emphasized that a key 
element to the proposal's success will be 
the Phase 4 geostationary satellite now in 
the planning stages. The proposal also 
suggested that all users of the SSAR 
station would be required to be licensed 
radio amateurs. 


SKITREK UPDATE. They're off--the 
Russian-Canadian Skitrek transpolar 
expedition began their three-month 
journey across the North Pole on March 
3, at 0730 UTC. 


The team, consisting of nine Russian and 
four Canadian skiers, struck out to the 
North from Severnaya Zemlya equipped 
only with skis, radios, and heavily loaded 
backpacks. The trip will take them to 
the tip of Ellesmere Island in the 
Canadian Arctic, via the North Pole. 


The control center of the Russian search- 
and-rescue satellite, COSPAS, will 
determine the team's latitude and longi- 
tude and telex the information to the 
University of Surrey, where it will be 
programmed into the UoSAT OSCAR 11 
satellite and transmitted to the skiers via 
the digitalker aboard the bird. 


NEW HAM RECRUITMENT GROUP VISITS 
FLORIDA. ARRL HQ staffers involved 
with the pilot program aimed at recruit- 
ment of new hams in Hillsborough and 
Pinellas counties Florida recently visited 
the Orlando Hamcation and metropolitan 
Tampa/St Petersburg areas. This pilot 
program is directed toward non-anateurs 
aged 50 and over. 


Along with gathering information from 
interested amateurs at the Hamcation, the 
group met with several representatives of 
senior-oriented organizations and several 
local governmental agencies in the target 
area asking their support of the program. 
The three-day fact finding trip was help- 
ful and the pilot recruitment program will 
begin later this year. 


WASHINGTON STATE HAMS GET A RENT 
BREAK. The Washington State prepa te 
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ment of Natura! Resources (DNR) has 


reduced rent charged to Amateur Radio | 


repeaters located on state land. For the 
first repeater placed at the site, the 
rental rate will be 50% of the DNR- 
established: rate, and subsequent units 
will be at 25% of the established rate. 


This legislative rent reduction was in 
recognition for the service provided by 
Amateur Radio operators in emergency 
and public service communications, while 
still providing the DNR with full market 
rental for state-owned property because 
of the supplemental! funding appropriated 
by the legislature. 


POSTAL INCREASE. The postal rate 
increase planned by the US Postal 
Service for April 3 will have an 
enormous effect on the League. 


For delivering QST to members in the 
U.S., the increase will amount to an 
average of about 0.8 cents per copy. 
Even this smal! increase amounts to 
more than $13,000 per year! 


For delivering QST to members outside 
the U.S., however, the increase is much 
greater: 30 cents per copy. This forces 
raising the postage surcharge on foreign 
membership rates from $8.00 to $11.00 
per year, bringing the cost of basic 
overseas membership to $36.00. 


AMSAT NEWS AND UPDATES. User 
Update on AMSAT-OSCAR 10--the 
spacecraft is once again having a 
problem generating power. There have 
been reports of the Beacon and trans- 
ponder operating erratically, and as a 
result AO-10 is being removed from 
service and all user access stopped 
immediately. \ 

There is a possibility that the satellite 
may be reactivated in a few months 
when the problem has been corrected. — 


In other news, AMSAT's Phase 3C 
spacecraft launch momentum is increas- 


ing. Despite the fact that the actual — 
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launch date has slipped a month into late 
May or early June, pre-launch prepara- 
tions are progressing. 


The launch vehicle is an Ariane 4 rocket, 
the largest ESA has flown. This will be 
the 22nd flight, and has been designated 
V-22. 


The 300 pound AMSAT spacecraft, which 
is one of three satellite payloads on the 
Ariane, will be integrated into the sup- 
port container atop the launch vehicle, 
and AMSAT teams will remain on site to 
monitor Phase 3C telemetry functions 
until the launch, thus assuring all systems 
are operating properly. 


On-the-air coverage of the launch in June 
will originate with a network of stations 
around the world, including WIAW. 
Repeaters can link into the system via 
landline circuits. 


Phase 3C will receive its OSCAR desig- 
nator number after it is successfully 
operating in orbit, about 30 days after 
launch. Phase 3C is a joint project of 
AMSAT North America and AMSAT DL 
with contributions from other AMSAT 
affiliated organizations. The project cost 
over $400,000. 


KITTY HEVENER, WB&8TDA, NOMINATED 
FOR AWARD. Katherine "Kitty" Hevener, 
WB8TDA, a former ARRL employee in the 
Regulatory Information Branch, and Editor 
of the ARRL Program for the Disabled 
booklet, has been selected as a candidate 


for "Handicapped Woman of the Year" in 


greater Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Kitty will be competing with 22 hand- 
icapped professionals for the district 


award April 9-10, the winner of which 
will go on to a national competition. 
~Good luck, Kitty. 


AMATEUR INDUSTRY MEETING. There 


was an informal gathering of Amateur 


ay Radio Industry representatives February 5, 
1988 at Miami, Florida just prior to the 


Miami Tropical Hamboree, ARRL Execut- 
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ive Vice President Dave Sumner, K1ZZ, 
presented a report on the following 
topics of interest: © 


* Archie Comic Books continue to do 
very well. ~All of the first printing 
(100,000) and about 40,000 of the second 
printing have been distributed. 


* Feedback on the video "New World 
of Amateur Radio" continues to be 
positive. Videotape circulation is very 
widespread, as duplication is actively 
encouraged, and many broadcast stations 
have aired it as well. New Novice 
licenses are up 40% compared with 2 
years ago, and there is an increase in 
upgrades. League membership is now 
about 150,000, an increase of more than 
6000 over the past year. 


In summary, the general mood of the 
industry representatives was positive, 
and steps are being taken to promote 
growth in the Amateur Radio Service. 


WESTERN SAHARA COUNTRY STATUS 
CLARIFIED. On February 12, the ARRL 
Awards Committee unanimously accepted 
the ARRL DX Advisory Committee's ° 
recommendation that Western Sahara, SO, 
be added to the ARRL DXCC Countries 
List. However, further 
between the two committees was 
required to resolve whether SO was to 
be a brand-new listing or a reactivation 
of Rio de Oro, EA9. 


The ARRE DX Advisory Committee and 
the ARRL Awards Committee have 
jointly announced that Western Sahara 
will be a reactivation of the deleted Rio 
de Oro (Spanish Sahara) listing. Thus 
Rio de Oro is removed from the list of 
deleted countries and returns to the 
ARRL DXCC Countries List under the 
name Western Sahara. Recent and 
continuing SORASD operations are cred- 
itable for DXCC, but cards will not be 
accepted before June 1, 1988. Please 
hold SORASD cards for submission begin-

--- HOSPITAL TELEPHONE EMERGENCY --- 


On Wednesday, February 24th at 12:24 pm, Hank Black-N3ESR, EC and RACES Radio 
Officer for Montgomery Co., Md., received a telephone call from Emergency Manage- 
ment Planning requesting RACES communications at Washington Adventist Hospital in 
Takoma Park. The hospital had lost most telephone service due to a hardware failure 
in the in-house equipment. A few direct lines were operational. 


N3ESR began mobilizing RACES members using the alert tone call-up procedure on 
145.29, 145.45, and 146.64 repeaters. Bill Onuska-NI3E, Ross Merlin-WA2WDT, and Jack 
_Geist-N3BEK were the first to respond. Others soon followed and reported in to 
N3BEK/NCS operating via the 147.18 repeater. A quick telephone cal! to Ken 
Williams-N3AQG, EC for the District of Columbia, at his nearby office resulted in him 
being first on the scene at 12:45 pm in the hospital emergency room. Ken simply 
connected his 2 meter HT to the pre-installed antenna in the emergency room staff 
lounge. 


Amateurs were stationed at the inoperative telephone switchboard and at a few key 
nursing stations as well as the emergency room. The hams made critical outside calls 
via autopatch using several local repeaters. WA2WDT acted as on-scene commander 
while N3ESR monitored the event from home and arranged for additional resources as 
needed. 


Most hospital internal communications were handled by runners, resulting in the 
nurses joking about needing track shoes. Interestingly, the elevators couldn't handle 
the extra traffic and bogged down hopelessly--most people used the stairs. While 
hospital and telephone company personnel felt that the telephone service would be 
restored quickly, RACES began planning for a longer term operation. The nursing 
supervisors were indicating that some telephone calls could be put off for an hour or 
two, but not indefinitely. The longer the system was out, the greater the volume of 
calls were backlogged. At N3ESR's request, Al Taylor-KN3U, SEC for Md-DC, brought 
the MARC-RACES communications van to the hospital to make its equipment and 
facilities available. Howard Hays-WB3KHQ and Bill Feidt-NG3K were called at work 
and asked to begin relieving radio operators at the hospital. Charles Hynson-WB3GYE, 
who was on his way home from work, was found on the air and asked to go to the 
hospital with additional needed equipment. 


By about 4 pm, HTs had been replaced by 25 watt mobile rigs and AC power supplies 
-at all operating positions. As minutes turned into several hours, Nate Green-N3ARO, 
Ernest Wilcomb-W3MS, and Bill Grover - N3EYF were put on standby. 


Finally, at 5:26 pm, RACES was advised that the telephone system was up and after a 
few minutes' safety margin, the operation was secured.

The operation went very well and response to the alert was good. A couple of minor | 
problems did occur: two meter coverage in the building was spotty on simplex, but 
later on in the day a pair of 440 HTs were obtained and they performed much better; 
a connector on one of the pre-installed antennas came off in an operator's hand at 
One point, and two hams stayed behind after the operations was secured to make the 
necessary repairs. We again learn the lesson that equipment must be periodically test 
to insure it is ready in an emergency.

-_. ARES VS RACES: WHAT'S THE DIFFERENCE? --- 


Amateur radio always has had a responsibility to give communications services back to 
the public which permits use of parts of the spectrum. Many amateurs take this 
seriously and work hard to provide such communications--finding it to be fun, when 
lives and property are not at stake. An operator alone may stop to assist a stranded 
motorist, but providing service often requires more than one ham. Years ago, to 
prepare for best performance during public service events, we formed groups to pro- 
vide the resources required. The two best-known organizations today are the Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service (ARES) and the Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES). 


ARES is a public service branch in the field organization of the American Radio Relay 
League (ARRL). All of North America is divided into sections on the ARRL map. Each 
section has a Section Emergency Coordinator (SEC) appointed to organize the section 
and recruit Emergency Coordinators (EC) throughout the section. Each EC is typically 
assigned responsibility for ARES activities in a County and will appoint Assistant 
Emergency Coordinators (AEC) to help him. ARES members enjoy many aspects of 
amateur radio, but want to devote some time to planning and helping the public. 


RACES was formed by the government when hams returned to the air after World War 

Il. For many years it included non-hams in its ranks but today is purely an amateur 
radio service. Shepherded for forty years by the federal government, today it is 
administered by the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). RACES provides 
communications only within very narrowly-defined areas. It is assumed that in the 
event of a declaration of war, the federal government will order amateur radio ss 
stations off the air. Under extremely controlled conditions, RACES stations will be 
allowed to function on the air. 


RACES is not limited to wartime. It can function in major natural disasters such as 
earthquakes, floods, or large-scale fires. Under FCC rules, RACES is limited to pro- 
viding government-to-government communications for local or state civil defense or 
government emergency preparedness agencies. RACES operations do not come into play 
until authorized by a local, state, or federal official empowered to activate RACES. a, 


The pool of operators willing to do public service work is only a small percentage of 
all 400,000 US amateurs. It would be foolish for ARES and RACES to compete for this 
tiny pool of interested hams. In many sections (including Va. and Md-DC) government 
emergency management leaders and the ARES SEC have agreed that the same 
Hi operators should be recruited for both RACES and ARES. Each operator will wear two _ 
_ hats and can be assigned to either ARES or RACES operations at will.

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PUBLIC SERVICE REPORT - Continued 


To determine which hat is being worn, look at the range of possible public service 
activities. Here are a few examples: Amateurs assist motorists in minor personal 
emergencies such as breakdowns and wrecks. Amateurs assist local fire, police, and 
rescue squads in non-emergencies such as parades and in real emergencies such as . 
power outages, storms, and flooding. Car wrecks or parades are not of sufficient scale 
to come to the attention of civil defense. Creek flooding can be larger scale for folks 
in part of a county but of no interest to an official emergency management team. A 
power outage could put police or fire radios off the air, but RACES might not be 
activated. In these cases, if more than one operator is needed, the ARES organization 
should handle it. In fact, nine out of ten emergencies in which amateur radio is 
involved are ARES operations. RACES only turns on when a problem is sufficiently 
major that a county or higher emergency management director activates his emergency 
plan, including RACES. 


The key is timing. ARES is active before, during and after an emergency. RACES 
almost never starts operation before an emergency. RACES is active during the 
immediate aftermath if county governments temporarily need backup while telephones 
or emergency management radios are restored. RACES usually is shut down a few 
hours after the emergency is cleared. But public communications needs related to the 
emergency can go on for days after the fact. 


ARES, then, handles the bulk of the radio work. RACES activates briefly when govern- 
ment wants it and then leaves the air. ARES can test and drill as frequently and as 
long as the EC desires. RACES activities‘ are strictly limited. ARES serves the broad 
general needs of the public from non-emergencies through minor emergencies to the 
largest of major disasters, short of declared war. Without a war threat on the 
immediate horizon and with emergencies always cropping up, it seems in our best 
interest to build the biggest and strongest ARES organization we can. At same time 
we should telescope any remaining separate RACES organizations into our ranks so 
that the limited duty performed by RACES can be handled with personnel shared with 
ARES. Remember, while RACES is functioning, there will be plenty of other radio 
work for ARES in the same emergency so we should include simultaneous dual opera- 
tions in our plans.

SAM NEWMAN - W3HN 


Sam Newman - W3HN became a Silent Key April 8, just a month after his 80th birth- 
day. He was a licensed Amateur Radio operator for over 60 years and was well 
known throughout the Amateur community and the Broadcast industry. Fresh out of 
school, he went to work for NBC in Washington in 1930 and retired, as chief engineer 
at station WRC, after 43 years of service. He was very active with a number of 
Amateur Radio ‘organizations and was also a member of the Washington Executive 
Broadcast Engineers. 


There were many important highlights during Sam's career. When he was about 19 
years old, he spent a brief time with the Merchant Marine as "sparks" on an oil 
tanker. Then, with the outbreak of WW-II,. he attended OCS school at Fort 
Monmouth and became an officer in the Signal Corps. During Harry Truman's "whistle 
stop" campaign in 1948, he improvised a transmitting facility on board the train to 
provide instant communications between the moving train and NBC -- a real feat at 
that time. In 1957 he provided considerable Amateur Radio communications with the 
Antarctica expeditions and handled some very important and urgent messages. 


He was a charter member and a president of the Washington Chapter of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Association and was always one of the organizers and most active 
participants in the annual QCWA Old Timers' Dinners. He was a charter member and 
director of the Society of Wireless Pioneers and a member and president of the 
Washington Chapter of the Veteran Wireless Operators Association. Until the day he 
went into the hospital, he was on the air daily talking to groups of his old-time 
friends and business associates around the world. 


He is survived by his wife Gladys and son Bruce. He will be sorely missed by his 
family and his many friends.

allowed it to remain on the air when more sophisticated machines were plagued by 
electrical problems. 


He established and ran, for many years, a weekly on-the-air clinic giving Amateurs an 
opportunity to check their frequency, modulation, and auto-patch pad operations. 
When satellite receivers were added to this repeater, he developed a voting system to 
operate over UHF links rather than telephone lines, giving Amateurs with handheld 
transmitters better accessibility to the repeater and its autopatch capabilities. 


Jim Kessler - KQ3S is a "plank owner" with the Laurel 
ARC and the Free State ARC. He was first licensed in 
1950 and has been active in ham radio ever since. Among 
his former calls are DL5JU, G5GBS, 5VO/W3QQR, 
V3KQ35S, KL7-, KH6-, and KH2-.

WILLIAM J. PORTER 


Retired Ambassador William J. Porter Sr., 
KIYPE died of cancer March 15, 1988 in 
Fall River, Mass. A _ career foreign 
service officer for over 40 years and a 
licensed Amateur for over 30 years, he 
served in several countries at times when 
relations with the U.S. were most sensi- 
tive. 


He was a Political Officer in Jerusalem 
from 1946 to 1948 during which time 
Palestine was partitioned and the State of 
Israel created. After assignments to 
Cyprus and as Political adviser to the 
Chief of the VOA he was made Deputy 
Chief of Mission in Rabat, Morocco where 
he operated as CN8EP. In Washington 
from 1957 to 1960, as Director of the 
Office of North African Affairs, he 
operated as W3AAC. Subsequently, he 
was assigned to Algiers as First U.S. 
Ambassador to Algeria when the Nation 
received independence from France in 
1962 and he operated under the succes- 
sive calls FA2VX, AL2VX and 7X2VX. 


Leaving Algeria in 1965, he was assigned 
as Deputy Ambassador to Vietnam, with 
the personal rank of Ambassador, and 
held the license XV5AA. Subsequent to 
Vietnam he served as Ambassador to 
South Korea (HL9AA) 1967 - 1971, Chief 
of the U.S. Delegation to the Paris 
Peace Talks (FOADL) 1971 - 1972, and 
Under Secretary of State for Political 
Affairs 1972 - 1973. Prior to his retire- 
ment in 1977 he served as Ambassador 
to Canada (W3AAC/VE3) 1974 to 1975, 
and Ambassador to Saudi Arabia (7Z1AB). 
Following his retirement he returned to 
his home in Fall River, Mass. 


He was 73 years old and a Life Member 
of ARRL. He is survived by his Wife, 
Elinor Henry Porter of West Port, a son, 
William J. Porter Jr., KA4NAU of 
Fairfax, Virginia; a daughter, Elinor 
Clark of East Bridgewater, Mass. and six 
grandchildren.
